WANAMAKER’S REPORT 


Of the Doings of His Department—The 
Anti-Lottery Law, Etc. 7 
WASHINGTON, November 28.—The post- 
master general, in his annual report, reviews 
the legislation of congress for the improve- 
ment of the postal service, and dwells at some 
length upon changes for the better during the 
past year in the administrative methods of the 
department. In connection with the last 
named subject, he says: 
Over $200,000 has been saved on the contract for 
— cards, which, though properly criticised at 
rst, were greatiy brought up to the required 
Standard by the contractor; $400,000 has been 
saved on the contractfor stamped enve 8; 
$200,000 or more has been saved on certain ngs 
of contracts for carrying mails, and at thé"Same 
time mail routes have been extended 
over almost 2,000,000 miles . of railway 
and steamboat and stage line. 
THE ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 


The anti-lottery legislation has entailed much” 


extra labor upon the inspector's force, but on the 
other hand the temptation to thieving among em- 
ployes of the department has been mveh dimin- 
ished by the same means. 

The past year has been very disagreeable to 
= goods” swindlers. 

- Negotiations with the German authorities look- 
ing to the establishment of a sea postoftice have 
been successful. 

The yross revenue is $5,000,000 larger than ever 
before. At least 5,000 new postoffices more than 
in any one year before have been established 
upon the petitions of communities which have 
needed them, and decreasing the limit for the 
extension of free delivery] has permitted the em- 
ployment of letter carriers in over fifty towns. 

The postmaster general devotes a large space 
to the argument in favor of the ,sostal tele 
graph system, of which he says: 

CHEAPER TELEGRAPHY. 

In one form or another the public imperatively 
demands cheaper telegrapby, and the postoffice 
department can supply itat less cost than any 
other corporation unless the latter has rent, light 
and fuel free, carriers [and clerks without pay. It 
has been argued that itis not the business of the 
government to operate the telegraph, but the 
government of this and every other country 
controls the mail service, and stoutly claims that 
the general welfare is promoted by managing the 
transmission of correspondence. In pursuing 
that object it puts on mails at great cost, 
cheapens postage and constantly adds facilities 
for ready communication. 

The general welfare will be similarly promoted 
by going one step further and giving the quickest 
ot all modes of communication, namely, cheap 
televraphie facilities, as it does mails at points not 
profitable for private capital to reach, a8 well as 
at all other points. 

He also recommends the establishment of postal 
savings banks. The subject of lotteries and mails 
is treated briefly as follows: 

The new act of congress concerning lotteries 
accords with the recomimendations of my last an- 
nual report. Theintent of the law is to shut out 
ail lottery business from the mails 

Power is given to the postmaster general, as 
executive of the department, within the limits of 
the constitution, to exclude all such matter, and 
quick action was taken against this business, 
Kkach of the 62,401 postmasters and inspectors 
have been officially notified of the termsof the 
act, and the department has issued regulations t@ 
govern their roceedure in execut 
the “law. “The t tat it = =has 
been in operation are too short a time 
to produce regalts, but there is satisfactory 
progress. The lottery companies cannot but see 
that there is to be @o trifling or evasions in deal- 
ing with them. The press has aided the depart- 
ment vy its general approval, and the public at 
large has seconded its efforts to make the law 
effective. 

Considerable space is given to an explana- 
tion of the act for the exclusion of indecent 
publications.

APPOINTMENTS AND REMOVALS. 

It appears from the report that 14,072 post 
masters were removed during the past two 
years and 26,680 appointed in the same time. 
Appointnents for the past year numbered

THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 

The report touches upon the question of 
civil service, as applied tothe postoftice depart- 
inent, in the following words: 

A year’s experience confirms me in the judg- 
ment formed twelye months ago, that the civil 
service System. as applied to the rosters of the 
postoftice departinent, is susceptible of improve- 
ment. The examinations for the inspector’s force 
and for the railway tnail service ought to be made 
more difficult, sothat candidates for the p'aces will 
better stan? the test of actual work, The practice 
of the department shows that the inéepector’s 
force, for example, is more efticient, a3 a whole, if 
eligibles who have seen public service, are #e- 
lect d instead ef those who have simply been ex- 
amined.

by which the departmental force = and 
ail parte and branches of the pases 
service, classified or to be classified, might be en- 
couraged into new exertions by some just and 
general and certain plan of motions.

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PUGH RE&LECTED 


TOSERVE HIS THIRD TERM IN THE 
PEDERAL SENATE. 


THE KOLB MEN GO OVER TO HIM 


Because They Felt that Governor Seay’s Can- 
didacy Had Directly Antagonized 
that ot Commissioner Kolb. 


Montaomery, Ala., November 28.—[Spe- 
cial. }—The senatorial fight was settled by the 
politicians yesterday over their JThanksgiving 
dinner, and loday the formality of election 
was speedily disposed of. 

Long before the hour fixed for balloting 
arrived, it was quietly spread around the capi- 
tol building that Governor Watts: and Com- 
missioner Kolb would be withdrawn from the 
senatorial race and that the joint session 
would elect at its sitting either Mr.\ Pugh or 
Mr. Seay. The truth of this rumor was evi- 
denced by the fact that there was an unusual 
activity among the workers, and every minute 
up to the time of opening the joint session, 
Was spent in work. 

a THE ROLL CALL BEGINS. 
“When the roll call was commenced the 


Watts men of the senate wheeled into the 


Pugh line, and all the senators who had ever 
voted for Kolb in open ballot, except. Messrs. 
N. E. Smith and Smith,of Mobile, went in their 
company. The house roll was called, and it 
was found that the Kolb men early in call 
preferred Mr. Pugh to Mr. Seay, Speaker 
Clements leading off for Pugh, followed by 
Mr. Adams, president of the state alliance. 
The first Kolb man to go for Mr. Seay was Mr. 
Bain, who was followed by Messrs. Bevis and 
Bishop, Davis of Fayette, Parks,. Peacock, 
Townsend of Limestone and Wilson. Mr. 
Guthrie, who never voted before in an open 
ballot, but who was a Kolb man, voted for 
Governor Seay. The only Watts man who 
voted for Mr. Seay was Mr. Webb. Mr. 
Hayed, whohas been voting heretofore: for 
Mr. Seay, voted otherwise today, changing 
his vote after roll-call. Foster and 
Sullivan, the three republican members of the 
house, gave their votes to Mr. Seay. 
THE RESULT STATED. 

The roll calls showed that twenty-one sena- 
tors had voted.for Pugh and ten for Seay, and 
in the house. the vote stood, Pugh, 69; Seay, 
29, giving Pugh a total of 90, and Seay 39. 

Mr. Adams offered a motion to raise a com- 
mittee of three to notify Mr. Pugh of his elec- 
tion and to invite him to address the general 
assembly. He was.conducted by the commit- 
tee into the hall, and taking the stand was 
introduced to the body by President Hargrove. 

MR. PUGH SPEAKS. 

Mr. Pugh thanked the general assembly for 
his re-election to the position of senator. He 
stated that though he had stood three times on 
the speaker's stand to return thanks to the 
general assembiy of Alabama foran election 
to the position of United States senator, he 
prized the present election higher than either 
of the previous ones, because it was an é6vi- 
dence that the democrats of Alabama approved 
his course a8 a senator from this state. He re 


pudiated the idea that his election on this oce - 


casion was an anti-alliance victory. He did not 


claim it a victory over any particular man or- 


organization. It was an evidence that the 
democrats of Alabama want an organized 
democrat to represent them in the senate of 
the United States. Mr. Pugh then outlined 
briefly, his course in the senate, explaining 
his position on public questions, particularly 
the tariff and financial question. His state- 
ments on the' question of finance met with fre- 
quent and hearty applause. He stated that 
the circulation was not large enough, that the 
circulating medium of the country footed up 
only one and a half billions, butof this only 
two-thirds was in active circulation. He 
favored increasing the active circulation to 
two billions, thus giving more and cheaper 
money. 

AN INTERRUPTION. 
Mr.jAdams—That is what the farmers want, 
Mr. Pugh stated that he knew full well the 

need of the farming classes, and would do 
everything in his power for their relief. He 
complimented the farmers, and endorsed or- 
ganization in theirranks for their advance- 
ment as a class, but he cautioned them against 
arraying themselves in antagonism to the 
democratic party. 

Mr. Adams—The history of the organiza. 
tion shows that they have not done that. 

Mr. Pugh then stated that ho would go on 
Monday to Washington, to be present at the 
rollcall. Hetold the general assembly that 
the force bill woudd come up during the ses 
sion, and that he wanted to be there to fight 
it. Mr. Pugh outlined the history of 
the bill, and then explained the methods 
which the democrats will 1186 
to prevent its consideration. He pronounced 
the present ¢endition of the national demo- 
cratic party'to be very good, and its prospects 
very bright. Tire late elections, in many cases, 
the result of local fights, and the democratic 
victories cannot be taken as an index to what 
will be the result in 1892, but he was hopeful 
that 7,000,000 voters would march to the polls 
and ele@t a democratic president. In con- 
clusion, he pointed tothe bright outlook ahead 
for Alabama, if the people of that state were 
left alone to manage their own affairs. 

One significant feature of the result is that 
Kolb’s supporters, almost toa man, yoted for 
Pugh, which has ocecasioned much comment 
and speculation. 


Anxious to Return. 


CuicaGco, November 28.—It is announced 
that Governor Fifer will not be able to preside 
at the Dillon-O’ Brien mass meeting, owing, it 
it stated, to the pressure of official business at 
Springfield. The proposed banquet to the 
visitors on Monday evening has been given up, 
it is stated, at the express wish of the dele- 
gates who are anxious to fill all the engage- 
ments they have made to speak at various 
places in the west and return to England as 
soon as possible. The condition of affairs in 
Great Britain is given as a reason for the 
change of programme. —

Police Breaking Up the Ghost Dances--The 
, Indians Massing. 

Cuicaco, Ills, November 28.—A special 
from Wichita, Kans., says reports from Fort 
Reno tell of greatly increased excitement 
among the ghost dancers, and considerable 
accessions to their ranks, especially from 
among the Kiowas and Apaches, who seem 
most interested and inclined to be turbulent. 
The more excitable redskins are cutting them- 
selves with spears and knives, and the sight of 
blood has had the effect of greatly arousing the 
Warriors” spirits. Yuanah and several other 
“well-known chiefs reached the scene of the 
ghost dance last night and they appear to have 
been the bearers of some information from the 
north, which so inflamed the blood of several 
lodges of braves that they mounted their 
ponies, approached the fort and dared the 
soldiers to come out. Runners sent north by 
tho Caddos and Kiowas have not yet returned 
and scouts are to look out to intercept them, 
asit is feared that reports of bloodshed may 
hasten the outbreak. The greatest uneasiness 
prevails among the whites on the west border 
of Oklahoma and in Green county, Texas.

PARNELL'S MANIFESTO. 


HE WILL NOT VOLUNTARILY RETIRE 
FROM THE LEADERSHIP. 


WHY IT WOULD BE DISASTROUS. 


He Defies His Political Opponents, and Ap- 
peals to the People of Ireland to 
“Sustain Him—What He Says. 


Lonpon, November 28.—Mr. Parnell has 
issued the following manifesto: 

To theIrish people: The integrity and inde- 
pendence of a section of the Irish parliamentary 
party having been apparently sapped and de 
stroyed by wire-pullers of the Jiberai party, it has 
become necessary for me, as leader of 
the Irish party, to take counsel with 
you, and having given you the knowledge 
which is my possession, to ask your judgment 
upon a matter which now solely devolves upon 
you to decide. The letter from Mr. Gladstone to 
Mr. Morley, written for the purpose of influenc- 
ing the decision of the Irish party in the choice of 
their leader, and claiming for the liberals and 
their leaders the right of veto upon the choice, is 
the immediate cause of this address, the purpose 
of which is to remind you and your parliamentary 
representatives that Ireland considers the inde- 
pendence of her party as her only safeguard within 
the constitution, and above and beyond all other 
considerations whatever. 

The threat in that letter—repeated so insolently 
onmany English platforms, and in numefous 
British newspapers—that unless Ireland concedes 
this right of veto to England, she will indefi- 
nitely postpone her chance of obtaining 
home rule, compels me—while not 
for a moment admitting the slightest possibility 
of such a loss—to put before you information 
which till now, sofaras my colleagues are con- 
cerned, has been solely in my possession, and 
which will enable you to understand the 
measure of the loss with which you 
are threatened, uniess you consent to 
throw me to the English wolves now howling for 
my destrnction. 

In November, of last year,in response toa re- 
peated and long standing request.I visited Mr. 

vladstone at Howarden, and received the details 

of the intended proposals of himself and. his 
colleagues of the late liberal cabinet, with regard 
to home rule in the event of the next general 
election favoring the liberal party. It 16 unneces- 
sary for me to do more at present than direct your 
attention to certain points of these details which 
will be generally recognized as embracing ele- 
ments vital for your information and the torma- 
tion of your judgment. 

These vital points of difficulty may be suitably 
arranged and considered under the following 


heads: 
1. Retention of Irish members in the imperial 


parliament. 
2. Thesettlement of the land or agrarian diffi- 


culty in Ireland. 

3. Control of Irish constabulary, 

4. Appointment of the judiciary, including 
judges of the supreme court, county court judges, 
and resident magistrates. 

Upon the subject of the retention of Irish mem- 
bers in parliament, Mr. Gladstone told me that 
the unanimous opinion of his colleagues and hiin- 
self, recently arrived at after most mature consid- 
eration and after alternative proposals, was that 
in order to conciliate English public opinion 
it would be necessary to reduce Irish representa- 
tion from 103 to 32. Uponthe settlement of the 
land question it was held that this was one of the 
questions which must be regarded as questions 
reserved from the contro] of the Irish legislature ; 
but, atthe same time, Mr. Gladstone intende< 
that, while he would renew his attemptto settle 
the matter by imperial legislation on the lines of 
the land purchase bill of 1386, he would not under- 
take to put aby pressure upon-his own side or 
insist upon their adopting his views—in other and - 
shorter words, that the Irish legislature 
was not to be given the power of solving the 
agrarian difficuity and with regard to the contro 
of the Irish constabulary it was stated by Mr, 
Gladstone that in view of the necessity of con- 
ciliating English public opinion, he and his col- 
leagues felt that it would be necessary to leave 
this force to the appointment of its officers, under 
control of imperial authority, for an indetinite 
period, while funds for its maintenance, pay- 
ment and equipment would be compulsorily pro- 
vided ont ot the Insh revenues. A period of ten 
or twelve years was suggested as the limit of time 
during which the appointment ef judges and 
resident magistrates be retained in the hands of 
the imperial authority. 

At this in.erview, which lasted two hours, 
Gladstone did most of the ee but Parnell 
expreaesed the view that with the important and 
al!-engrossing subjects of agrarian reform, con- 
stabuiary control, and judiciary appointments 
left either under imperies control, or totaliy im- 
provided for, it would bethe height of madness 
for any Irish leader to imitate Grattan’s example, 
and consent te disband an army which had cleared 
the way to vietory, and he strongly dissented from 
the proposed reduction in the number 
of lrish members during the in- 
terval of probation. At the instance of 

Mr. Gladstone and his colleagues, silence was en- 

joined, pending the general election with regard 
to any points of difference on the question of re- 
tention of Irish members. The absence of any 
policy of the liberal leaders, as shown at this in- 
terview, filled Parnell with concern. After the 
intraduction of the land purchase bill, Parnell bad 
two interviews with Muriey in regard tothe atti- 
tude that should be adopted by the liberals and 
the home rulers in regard te it. At one of these 
interviews Moricy made what Parnell describes as 
a remarkable proposal. 

Reterring to the probable approaching victory 
of the liberal party at the poils, he suggested 
some consideratiou&8 as to the future of 
the Irish party, and he asked ine 
whether I would be willing to -assume 
the office of chief secretary for Ireland, or 
whether I would ailow another member of my 
party to take the position. Healso put before 
me the desirability of filling one of the law offices 
of the crown in Ireland by a legal member of my 
party. 

I told him, amazed as I was at the proposal, that 
I could not agree to forfeit, in any way, the inde- 
pendence of the party or any of its members, 
that the Irish people had trusted me in this move- 
ment, because they believed the declaration I had 
made to them at Cork, in 1880, was a true one, and 
represented my convictions, and that I would on 
no account depart from it, and I considered that, 
after the deciaration wehad repeatedly made 
about the “proposalof Morley, that we should 
allow ourselves to be absorbed into English poli- 
tica, was one based upon an entire misconception 
of onr position with regard toour Irish constit- 
uencies of the pledges we have given. 

in conelusion he directed my attention to the 
plan of campaign On estates. 

He said that it wonld be impossible for the hb- 
erai party, when it attained power, to do any- 
thing for these evicted tenania by direct action, 
and that it would also be impossible for the Irish 
parliament, under the power eonferred, to do any- 
thing for them, and flinging up his hands with a 
gesture of despair, he exclaimed : 

‘Having been in Tipperary, 1 do not know what 
to propose in regard to the matter.”’ 

I told him this question waa a limited one; 
that I do net see that he need allow himself to be 
hampered by ite future consider- 
ation; that funds would be avyailabie 
from America and elsewhere for the support 
of those tenants aslongas might be n@cestary; 
that, of course, I understood thatit was a difii- 
culty, but that it was a limited one,and should 
not be allowed to interfere with the general inter- 
ests of the country. 

I allude to this matter only because within the 
last few days a strong argument, in many minds, 
for my expulsion, bas been that unless the liberals 
come into power at the next general election, the 
pian of campaign tenants will suffer. As I have 
shown, the liberals propose to do nothing for the 
pian of campaign tenants by di- 
rection when they come into power, but 1 am 
entitled to ask that the existence of 
tenants, whom I have supported in every wa 
the t, and whom I shaili continue to sup in 
the iuture, shall not constitute the reason for 
expulsion from Irish politics.

ARCHBISHOP WALSH’S VIEWS. 

Dupin, November 28.—Archbishop Walsh 
writes to the press as follows: 

The Parnell matter is altogether too grave te 
enable me asan individual bishop to feel war- 
ranted in making any public statement of my 
opinion with reference to it until I have had am 
opportunity to consult with my Episcopal breth- 
ren. I understand that the Irish parliamentary 
party will meet on Monday to decide what action 
shall be taken in the lamentable crisis with which 
it stands confronted. It is easy to conceive that 
the decision of our parliamentary representatives 
may have the effect of opening up a new phase of 
the Irish national movement, and that the situa- 
tion resulting from their decision may be one that 
will put upon the bishops of Ireland, collectively, 
as wellas individually, the very grave duty of con- 
sidering whether, or how far it will be in our 

ower to continue in the future to place, in the 
rish parliamentary party, that confidence which, 
as a body, we have felt justified in placing in it in 
the past. 

The archbishop adds that he would be un- 
able to support, in any conceivable circumte 
stances, the suggested new Irish national Jib 
eral party. He concludes, mysteriously, as 
follows: 

Let me, in conclusion, say that, for the last few 
days certain events of nota very remote occur- 
rence—which seem, however, just now to have al- 
most passed from public attention—have been 
very prominently before mymiud. With a recol- 
lection of these before me,~_I am 
I confess, unable ag yet to feel 
absolutely convinced that we are even now in po- 
sition to forin a final judgment. on the case, out of 
which the present pet a crisis has arisen. In 
this I may be illogical, but it is better to be illogi - 
cal than to run the risk of being uncharitable or 
unjust. k 

At all events, this is a matter that in the cir- 
cumstances of time must now be decided one way

FLEMINGTON, November 27.—The following 
letter was found among the oe}4 papers of one 
William S. Norman ashort time since. Mr. 
Norman, to whom the letter was written, died 
several yearsago. He wasa college mate of 
Hon. Thomas R. R. Cobb, who was one of 
Georgia’s most distinguished sons, and lost his 
life-in the army at Fredericksburg; Va. The 
letter was written a third of a century in the 
past, butitshows the character of the great 
man who wrote it, and will no doubt interest 
many men in the state.

When 
the prisoner was safely out of the way with 
the deputy, the sheriff admitted the mob to 
the jail, but their intended victim was gone. 
Daniels was brought to this city this morning 
for safe-keeping. 


RED CLOUD’S SISTER 


Is a Prominent Society Lady in Chattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tonn., November 28.—[Spe- 
cial.]—A well-known society lady of this city 
revealed the fact today that Red Cloud, the 
young Sioux chief and lfeutenant of Sitting 
Bull, is not an Indian, but her own brother. 
In 1857, when but three years old, he was 
stolen from his home in Wisconsin, and could 
not be found until eighteen years later, hay- 
ing lived with the Indians those eighteen 
years. He remembered his father’s name, and 
the names of his dogs and identification was 
coinplete. He returned to his family fora 
few weeks, when he returned to the Sioux 
reservation, the life in civilization making 
him restless. He could speak French fluently, 
but only broken English. He had warm 
sympathy forthe Sioux, whom he believed 
had been greatly wronged. His sister moved 
here about five years ago, and only intimate 
friends have known that Red Cloud was her 
brother. Both the sister and the family who 
still live in Minnesota, are fearful that he may 
be killed during the present outbreak. 


Settlers Pouring Into Southwest Texas, 


San Antonio, Tex., November 28.—[Spe- 
cial.]|—There have been hundreds of settlers 
pouring into southwest Texas during the past 
few months, and the cheap lands are being 
settled upon in every county, especially those 
bordering on the gulf coast.

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THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


The Past Week Did Not Improve it Much— 
Dun's & 

New York, November 23.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
trade review says: The past broker week has not 
improved the business outlook, The difficulty of 
obtaining commercial loans increases, not here 
only, but at most other points. Banks and other 
lenders from the largest to the smallest appear to 
have been induced by recent events to strengthen 
themselves. Merchants have grown more cau- 
tious about extending obligations or making pur- 
chases which can be deferred, apprevend- 
ing that retail buying may be cut down 
somewhat by the reduced ability of some 
consumers, and by the disposition of others to 
economize, in view of the extensively reported ad- 
vance in prices. Mcanwhile speculation has been 
reviving toan unhealthy extentin some directions 
on the theory that the troubles.are over and things 
will improve. SS 

THE MONEY MARKETS 
are thus loaded with increased demands for car- 
rying securities and products at a time when trade 
especially needs more liberal supplies. At most 
of the interior markets, money grows more strin- 
gent, and the scarcity begins to affect trade at im- 
portant centers, though the volume of business is 
still very large. Money is quiet at Pittsburg at 
six to seven, but Bessemer steel is 50 cents lower 
and the demand for finished iron smaller. 
REPORTS FROM THE CITIES. 

Southern reports are less encouraging. Money 
is in sharp demand at New Orleans, the movement 
of sugar being unprecedented; exceedingly tight 
at Savannah, with commercial prospects less 
bright; more timid at Atlanta, and in western 
Florida the short crop and the embarrassments of 
merchantscloud the prospect. But at Baltimore 
money is easy, manufacturing active and the re- 
tail trade improved, though the jobbing trade 
slackens. The setbackin wool at Boston averages 
1 cent less on delaines and combings, but more an 
other kinds. Woolen manufacturers have lost 
the hope of obtaining better prices for goods. 

Cotton manufacture is fairly maintained. 

The uncertainty in the boot and shoe trade, on 
account of the reaction in leather, causes reduced 
shipments. 


THE IRON MARKET. 

The week has been one of peculiar dullness in 
the iron trade, and the tone is weaker. There 15 
apprehension of forced sales by some southern 
furnaces, and one large transaction at $10 for 
gray forge is reported at Birmingham. Rail pur- 
chasers hold off, and there is a visible decrease in 
orders for finished products. But speculative 
markets have been advancing. Wheat has risen 
61, cents, corn 244 cents, and oats 414 cents; lard 
15 cents per 100 pounds, and coffee 44, cent, pork 
being unchanged and ofl 1 cent lower. Cotton 
has also yielded 1-16 cent in view of crop pros- 
pects. 

ABOUT STOCKS. 

In the stock market the strong rally of last week 
continues, prices having been moved up about $4 
per share since the break, and proposed new rail- 
road alliances and consolidations are counted 
upon, as if there were no chance of unfriendly 
interference of western legislatures. There is al- 
ready heard, as a stimulus to speculation, much 
talk of the passage of a bill for the free coinage 
of silver at the next session. 

The treasury has not been able to give any assist- 
ance tothe money market during the past week, 
but has put out $1,500,000 more silver notes, nearly 
balancing the net withdrawal of $1,800,000 other 
money from circulation. There is at present no 
fear of disturbance from abroad, as funds in the 
Bank of England will increase rapidly, and the 
rate of sterling exchange is maintall d. 
Business failures for the week *humber 211, 
210 for the coresponding week last year. 


AN EDITOR’S SHOT 


Town Marshal of Sylacauga 
Ala. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., November 28.—[Spe- 
cial./—At Sylacauga, Ala., a little town fifty 
miles east of this city, today, W. L. B. Hun- 
ter, an editor, shot and instantly killed Charles 
Nickerson, the town marshal. Hunter isin 
jail, pending a preliminary trial. 

Hunter is editor of The Sylacauga Bee, a 
weekly paper, and correspondent of the daily 
papers in this city and Montgomery. Monday 
night he was out onalark with a party of 
friends, and they were all arrested by the mar- 
shal on acharge of discharging firearms on the 
streets. In a dispatch to a paper in this city 
next day, Hunter made the following report 
of the affair: 

“W. L. B. Hunter, editor of The Sylacauga 
Bee, M. B. Parker, R. C. Reid and 8S. A. B. 
Williamson were all arrested last night, 
charged with firing one shot of a pistolin the 
jurisdiction of the city. But the testimony 
proved that the gentlemen were not guilty as 
charged. The marshal was charged with be- 
ing under the influence of liquor-at the time 
the arrest was made. The young men have 
had him arrested for using profane and inde- 
cent language on the streets, and will sue the 
city for damages.”’ 

When Nickerson read this, he was angry. 
Today he met Hunter on the street, and it is 
said attacked him with a stick, striking him 
two biows. Hunter drew his pistol and fired 
two shots, the second one striking the marshal 
in the brain, kiiling him instantly.

The Supreme Court and Its Work. 

The bill fora constitutional amendment, 
introduced by Representative Baxter, of 
Bibb, will be generally approved when it is 
duly considered. The proposition is to in- 
crease the number of supreme court justices 
from three to five. 

When the matter was before the people, a 
short time ago, the amendment was lost 
because little attention was paid toit. The 
circumstances and conditions requiring an 
increased number of judges become more 
urgent as time rolls on. 

It was not intended by the framers of our 
constitution, and it is not desired by the 
people of Geogria, that the judges of the 
supreme court should work like galley- 
slaves. And yet that is just what they have 
‘to do. The tremendous volume of litiga- 
tion in our highest tribunal compels the 
bench to work day and night, and even 
Sunday work would not dispose of the 
business, or materially reduce it. 

Two more judges are imperatively needed, 
not only for the relief of the bench, but in 
the interests of the people, who are, directly 
or indirectly, affected by the proceedings and 
decisions of the court. ‘ 

There is no economy in overworking the 
very bench which, of all others, should be 
most favorably situated in regard to the 
‘business before it. We must make the 
‘bench equal to the demands made upon its 
energies, or make up our minds to accept 
the many inconveniences resulting from 
crowded dockets and necessary delays. 

It will do no good to postpone action. The 
two additional judges will have to be pro- 
vided, and the sooner we get things in shape 
to submit the ~ necessary constitutional 
amendment to the people, the sooner the 
court will catch up with its work. 

Now, that its importance is better appre- 
ciated, it is safe to predict its ratification 
when the time comes.

The Jew and the Gentile. 

That was a notable and ‘significant gath- 
ering in Chicago—lIsraelites and Christians 
in common council, met together on a high 
and liberal plane to discuss the welfare of 
both sects. | 

It was what the Methodist would term-an 
“experience meeting.’’ The rabbi and the 
Christian divine preached from the same 
pulpit, and discussed their respective creeds 
in brotherly love and good fellowship. 

Maps and charts of Palestine and ancient 
and modern Jerusalem hung in front of the 
pulpit at the First Methodist Episcopal 
church, which was filled to the doors with 
Jews and Christians, mingling together in a 
love feast, such as the world had never wit- 
nessed before in all its history. 

The conference was a review of the work 
accomplished by both sects from the past to 
the present, and an interesting review it 
was. It was this, and more. Religious 
sects, separated by tradition, so long at war 
and variance, attested in this meeting the 
growth of that religious sentiment which 
has ina great measure softened, if it has 
not entirely obliterated, sectarian lines, and 
brought the world together in brotherly 
love. 

In this country the Jew and the Gentile 
fare alike, civil and religious liberties are 
enjoyed byall. There is no religious os- 
tracism. It was shown at this conference 
that the immense Jewish pupulation of Rus- 
sia is confined to localities, and upon it is 
inflicted every possible restraint which can 
be imposed by official authority. The Jews 
are subjected to indignities and severe pun- 
ishment for trivial offenses; they are de- 
barred from all civil and social privileges; 
their universities have been destroyed and 
they are unjustly taxed and treated by the 
government. 

America is destined to bring the world to 
a higher religious plane; to make it con- 
sider and accord the religious and civil 
rights of man; and such conferences as that 
which has just closed its interesting session 
at Chicago, will have a great influence ‘in 
bringing about this much desired result.

Night Schools for Atlanta. 

In his letter to the board of education, 
yesterday, Hon. W. A. Hemphill, president 
of the board, makes a suggestion which 
ought to meet with the hearty endorsement 
of every citizen. 

Atlanta has grown to such a size that 
night schools seem to bea necessity. There 
are hundreds of children in Atlanta who 
cannot be reached by the present school 
facilities, many of them, doubtless, ambi- 
tious to procure an education. Certainly 
every child should have an opportunity of 
attending school,:and if, by force of circum- 
stances, he cannot get that opportunity from 
the schools as they are, other provisions 
should be made. 

The matter is one which the board of 
education should carefully consider. Mr. 
Hemphill, who has studied the situation, is 
a strong advocate of the night schools, and, 
during his term as mayor, will do all in his 
power to bring about the desired results. 


Reform Sure Enough. 

We observe from The Richmond Times 
that, when Mr. Cleveland is elected to the 
presidency again, he will introduce in the 
department at Washington, and in all the 
federal offices, genuine civil service reform.

The Irish Crisis. 

It is natural that the Irish nationalists 
sl@uld hesitate long and seriously before 
taking steps looking to the retirement of 
Mr. Parnell from the leadership of their 
party. It is natural, too, that Mr. Parnell 
should hesitate to accept far-reaching conse- 
quences of the recent verdict in the O’Shea 
case, and take a step which would mean 
political oblivion for him. Inthe situation 
that thus presents itself, there are serious 
and deplorable complications which cannot 
be adjusted in a moment. 

The loyalty of the Irish to Mr. Parnell is 
both reasonable and natural, and it is one of 
the hopefuland redeeming features of a re- 
markable political emergency. Mr. Parnell 
has more than earned all the personal loy- 
alty, affection and confidence that the Irish 
people can give him. He has made many 
sacrifices in their behalf, and it was through 
his influence that the English liberals were 
induced to espouse the Irish cause. It would 
be strange, indeed, if, under these circum- 
stances, the members of the nationalist party 
‘should make haste to drive Mr. Parnell into 
retirement. 

And yet, in the sacrifices that Mr. Parnell 
has made, in his constancy and devotion to 
the Irish people, there is one lesson that he 
has taught his followers, and it is a lesson 
that cannot be ignored in this emergency. 

He has taught them that the Irish cause is 
more important than any man or set of men. 
He has taught them that no leader, however 
powerful, can afford to place his personal 
ambition or desires in the way of the success 
of the Irish cause. Mr. Parnell cannot ig- 
nore his teachings in this direction. Today 
he is adjudged by a public sentiment which 
he vannot offord to defy to be an obstacle in 
the way of the success of the Irish cause. 
Whether that public sentiment - is right or 
wrong in its judgment, it is idle to discuss.. 
The fact that the public sentiment exists, 
and that it has created a political crisis in 
the Irish party, \is not to be gainsaid. 

We do not believe that Mr. Parnell will

We be- 
lieve that if all. the pensions were scaled 
down to those that are paid private soldiers 
the result would save to the people several 
millions of dollars, and, at this juncture, 
when there is a practical deficit in the treas- 
ury, the matter is worth considering.

All had been tried and sentenced and were 
serving out terms of from three to six months. 

Here is how the escape was effected. 

During the day the revenue prisoners are al- 
lowed the freedom of a large yard in the rear 
of and at the side of the jail building. The 
main fence surrounding this yard is about 
fifteen feet high, and the rear fence is built 
upon a stone wal! about twelve feet in height, 
making the fence at that point practically be- 
tween twenty-five and thirty feet from top to 
bottom. 

It was over this highest point that the men 
escaped. 

The five men who had laid their plans to 
escape chipped in a half dollar apiece and 
made up a purse for a wrestling match. 

One of the old prisoners was to wrestle with 
& newcomer. When the match was all fixed 
the two men, followed by all the other pris- 
oners, including the intending escapes, went 
over to that part of the yard nearest the front 
of the jail. 

Then the wrestling began. 

When it got most interestin 
slipped away from the crow 
break for the back fence. 

A new partition fence has recently been put 
up in theyard. On one side the rails orstring-« 
ers give a good purchase for ascent, and by 
means of these the top was easily reached. 

The first four men scaled the high fence suc- 
cessfully, but the tifth made a misstep at the 
top and fell about twenty-five feet to the side- 
walk on the outside. He was almost dead 
when the jail officials picked him up and 
carried him into the office. After an hour or 
so he revived and was able to bewail the 
failure of his attempt to gain his freedom. 

The alarm of the escape was given at the 
time Shaw fell, by Jailor Wing who saw him 
climb up to the top of the fence.

What the South American Presidents Do 
With Public Money. 


‘*‘Near where we live,’’ said Wllliam Greig, 
of Trinidad, West Indies, toa Chicago Tribune 
reporter, ‘‘near where we live isa pitch lake. 
It’s at La Brea. It covers about ninety acres 
and it is soft enough to take the impression of 
your shoes as you walk over it; but take up a 
bit of it and strike it sharply ahd it breaks 
off with a conchoidal fracture like a lump 
of anthracite. I don’t know where it comes 
from, but I do know that it’s most awfully hot 
there. Thesun pelts down like fun, and the 
black pitch absorbs all the heat.

They are 
trustworthy, industrious people and are excel- 
lent merchants. —They are much better than 
the negroes.

Autographs have 
their cash prices and will always fetch them. 
The signature of a president of the United 
States is worth $1—that is to say, any since 
Garfield, Garfield’s is cheap at $2, and 
Lincoln’s at $10. <A letter written by Lipcoln 
early in the war has been sold for $50. Thomas 
Jefferson’s signature fetches $10, and is very 
scarce. Foreign autographs run high. The 
First Napoleon’s is worth between $20 and $50; 
Dr. Johnson’s about the same. Qnreeen Vic- 
toria’s sold as low as $6.50, and is often a 
forgery at that. The prince of Wales has been 
very sparing with his autographs and the only 
one I ever knew of being sold fetched $12.50. 
Lord Beaconsfield’s is worth $5, but as Mr. 
Gladstone will courteously reply to any letter 
sent him, his autograph is a drug on the 
market and has scarcly any cash value at all.

INCREASED TAXES. 


THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE RUN- 
NING UP SPECIAL TAXES. 


Future Dealers Must Go to the Wall in 
Georgia—Pistol and Gun Dealers 
Must Pay a Big Price. 


Some decided changes will be made by the 
finance committee of the house in the general 
tax bill this year. 3 

The committee has been considering this 
bill the whole week, and has about completed 
its work at last. 

Last night a most important meeting was 
held, when Comptroller General Wright and 
State Treasurer R. U. Hardeman appeared 
before the committee to give their aid in the 
way of rendering suggestions as to the proba- 
ble receipts and disbursements of the coming 
year. 

On Monday the committee will hold another 
meoting, at which time their final action will 
be taken and their full report made out. 

Up to this time several very marked differ- 
ences have been discussed and pretty much 
agreed upon by the committee. 

Lhe report will more than likely have the 
following startling increases in special taxes 
for the state: 

On liquor deaiers $100, instead of $50. 

On traveling venders of medicine $100, in- 
stead of $25. 

On circuses traveling through the state $300 
per day, instead of $200 as heretofore. 

On dealers in pistols and long-range fire- 
arms, $500 instead of $25. The reason urged 
for this change inthe committee room was 
that the negroes in the turpentine and wire- 
grass regions of Georgia would, by raising the 
tax, be prevented from going armed with fire- 
arms, and the repeated riots in these sections 
would cease. 

Stove peddlers will be taxed $200, instead of 
$25, because the farmers complain of being 
swindled by thein. 

Clock peddlers will get stuck for $200, in- 
stead of $25. 

_ Billiard and pool rooms will be taxed $50, 
instead of $25. 
DOWN WITH FUTURE DEALERS. 

Dealers in futures will be knocked out on 
the first round. 

At least, thatis the intention of the finance 
committee. 

They have heretofore been taxed only $500, 
but the finance committee have raised it to 
$10,000 with a view to killing them out. The 
bill says, however, that this tax will not apply 
to the warehouses and brokers who do a legiti- 
mate business of taking orders and supplying 
them in straightforward business methods. 

From this source last year more than $2,500 
revenue was received by the state. 

With such a policy as is set forth by these 
few changes it willbe seen that the financial 
committee will reduce the general income by 
suppressing several branches of business. 

This being true if increased appropriations 
are made, (and there are bills already pending 
that greatly increase the appropriations) there 
will necessarily have to be an increased levy 
of taxes.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, November 28.—The stock market 
today was irregular, and while showing great 
Strength in spot in the forenoon, displayed reac- 
tionary tendency later in the day and the early 
improvement was nearly neutralized, leaving 
prices but little better as a rule than those of 
Wednesday afternoon. Conservative bankers and 
tome commission houses continue to advise their 
customers to buy only what they can pay for. 
Traders seem at present to be the principal par- 
ties in the market, and while a bullish feeling is 
still strong in them, they are easily turned. To- 
day the market was irregular at the opening and 
the bears were inclined to become aggressive, 
traders following suit and invited by comparative 
quietness of speculation. The force was all-pow- 
erful for the moment, and in several stocks the 
lifting power was so great that the operations of 
the bearish contingent were arrested immediately 
and one of the sharpest advances seen since prices 
reached their lowest point took place. Sugar had 
opened off 2!9 per cent on the rumor that a larze 
retiner had refused to deposit his certificates, but 
mn denial of the story, it shot up 6 per cent. Rock 
‘sland, in which there seemed tc be a movement 
so force the short interest to cover, led the move- 
ment among the stocks of the regular list, and, in 
conjunction with several others, was lending at a 
premiuuim in the stock loan crowd. It shotZ up

CHICAGO, November 28—The opening prices in 
all the speculative commodities were without 
change from those prevailing prior to the Thanks- 
giving interruption of business. 

an advance in the first few minutes gave the 
bulls some reason to think that their side was 
likely to maintaln its ascendancy, but tarly ap- 
pearances were deceitful, and in the end there was 
universal weakness and lower prices.

In the Senate. 

The anti-barroom bill is alive again. 

Its new lease of life was given by the votes 
of those opposed to the bill. 

It was a parliamentary stratagem from a 
very unexpected quarter. 

The schemers were the farmers. 

Who are supposed to know little or nothing 
of legislative guile. 

The victims were the lawyers and the par- 
liamentarians, along with a contingent not 
lawyers nor parliamentarians, but opposed to 
the bill. 

It was an amusing reversal of the ordinary 
state of affairs, for the parliamentarians were 
whipped at their own game. 

It happened this way. 

During the reading of the journal Senator 
Todd, the author of the bill, gave notice that 
he would move to reconsider the action of 
Wednesday; and immediately after the read- 
ing of the journal he made that motion 

“‘T move totable that motion to reconsider,’’ 
Ellington, a friend of the 
measure. 

This looked, upon the face of it, like a mo- 
tion adverse to the bill. 

The motion to table was adopted almost 
unanimously, being voted for by all the oppo- 
nents of the bill, and carried. 

‘The motion to reconsider is tabled,” said 
President Mitchell. 

The smiles of the supporters of the bill, 
when the result was announced, excited a dis- 
cussion as to the practical effect of what had 
been done. 


‘The motion to reconsider did not prevail,’’ 


was the position of the opponents of the bill. 

*‘No,’” was the reply, ‘“‘but it was not ‘lost,’ 
and ‘anything put on the table can be taken 
up again.’ ”’ 

The more it was talked about, the more ap- 
pareut it became that the opponents of the bill 
had been caught napping. 

So President Mitchell thought; so did ex- 
Speaker Gus Léttle, who happened to be in the 
capitol at the time and was asked for an opin- 
ion; sodo Mr. Fleming and the best parlia- 
mentarians in the legisiature. 

Undoubtedly, if the motion to reconsider had 
been voted upon direct, it would have been 
lost yesterday: Butthe opposition was side- 
tracked, and the anti-barroom bill still lives. 

Whether it can be patched into a shape that 
will admit of its passage is quite another ques- 
tion. 

lt seems thata clear majority of the senate 
are against the bill. 

ADJOURNED UNTIL MONDAY. 

After a very short session the senate ad- 
journed until Monday morning; only one new 
bill having been read.

Inthe former 
cas@ the doctor does not care to a:tend the church 
services of him who is given a block of the stock 
of some patent medicine for his endorsement of

does not expect to be _ edified by such 
attendance. QO: course, there are many re-
